RURAL AFFAIRS AND GARDENING, 

Kitchen Garden.—Planting the vegetables which 
have been sown is now the chief business. Make hot- 
beds for cucumbers and melons. Plant, hoe, and at- 
tend to advancing beans, Plant cabbages, prick out 
seedlings, and earth up advancing crops. Sow celery, 
earth up and dress old plantations. Sow cucumbers, 
prick out seedlings, ridge out and attend to advancing 
crops. Plant out cauliflowers from glasses. Sow 
onions, weed advancing crops, and leave for seed. 
Plant balm, islewort, camomile, hyssop, lavender, and 
marjoram. Force kidney-beans and Elford rhuvarb ; 
also plant out scarlet kidney-beans which have been 
retained since winter. Plant out artichokes and po- 
tatoes. Sow asparagus, beans, cabbages, garden and 
kidney beans, Dutch turnips, lettuces, leeks, peas 
radishes, chervill, endive, small salading, Dress 
established beds of asparagus, and force in hotbeds. 
In dry weather look round for the water-pot, 

Fruit Garden,—Let the figs be pruned and trained, 
and where necessary the peach and nectarine blossoms 
should be protected as in the month of March. ‘Thin 
apricots where they are produced too thick. New- 
grafted trees should now be often looked over. Water 
strawberry plants frequently in dry weather. 

Flower Garden.—Datfodils, cowslips, primroses, 
ag ivy, and various other plants are now in blow. 

he gardens are ornamented with the polyanthus, 
ranunculus, jonquil, crown imperial, the early tulips, 
&e. &c. Beech, larch, and elm unfold their leaves. 
All perennials should be plantednow, Weeding is an 
important duty at this time. Carnations in pots must 
now be well attended to; water the pots in dry warm 
weather. Give fresh earth to such perennial plants as 
were not dressed in March. Every sort of annual at 
this season may be generally seen. April is the month 
of blossom. 

Birds.—The summer birds of passage now appear, 
and with them that beautiful little bird, the wryneck. 
The swallow, cuckoo, willow wren, blackcap, white- 
throat, &c., commence their vernal song. The night- 
ingale, in Kent and other southern counties, pours 
out his wild musical strains all the night long.

In the flowery month of June, in the year 1847, 
the interesting Lies met at the house of a mutual 
friend, a Mrs, Nathan—we presume, also of the fold 
of Israel; and, after a brief courtship, the de- 
fendant made an offer, which the plaintiff ‘ readily 
accepted’’—possibly she had lost her papa.

The 
plea being a nullity, judgment was taken by 
default, and the jury returned a verdict of £20 
damages ; an extrayagant sum, when we consider 
that the defendant. was a mere hawker of trinkets, 
enjoying, in addition to the trifling emoluments of 
his trade, the sum of £1 per week left him by his 
brother, . 

We cannot help thinking that cases of this 
nature reflect no credit upon our courts, and that 
men who are past years of discretion should have 
an equal protection with those who have not yet 
attained them, 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lords on Monday the Administra- 
tion of Oaths, &c., Court of Chancery, and the Queen’s 
Prison Bills were read a third time and passed, 

On Tuesday the royal assent was given by commis- 
sion to the Queen’s Prison and the Passengers Bills ; 
the other business being merely of a formal character, 

On Thursday several petitions were presented. 

In the House of Commons on Monday the second 
reading of the Dundee and Perth Railway (Tay cross- 
ing) Bill was carried on a division i! a majority of 
32, the numbers 89 to 67; that of the Edinburgh and 
Perth Railway (with branches) Bill by 98—the num- 
bers 125 to 27 ; and the Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Newcastle Junction Railway (Abandonment and Dis- 
solution) Bill by a majority of 2—the numbers 76 to 
74,—The Chancellor of the Exchequer having moved 
the committal of the Income Tax Bill, Mr. Hume de- 
nounced it as inquisitorial, oppressive, and cruel, and 
moved, with the view of rendering it more just and 
less offensive, that it be referred to a select committee 
up stairs. Mr. Robinson seconded the amendment. 
The House divided, the numbers being 294 to 73; 
majority against the amendment, 221. A second divi- 
sion followed on the main question, when the numbers 
were 323 to 12, majority 311; and the House went into 
committee and went through the bill.—On the motion 
of the Lord Advoeate, the select committee on the Law 
of Entail (Scotland) Bill was nominated, and, on its 
being proposed to substitute the name of Mr. J. Stuart 
for that of Mr, Ewart, the House divided, 66 to 32, in 
favour of the latter.—Sir De Lacy Evans moved for 
leave to bring in a bill to alter the periods of payment 
of taxes by parliamentary electors, when Mr. Forbes

instruments, to cut some image in wood, or to draw 
some design on ‘slate stone. But he had no one to 
guide him. ‘There was not an artist or a book on art 
in the neighbourhood, and he was destitute of all know- 


ledge except what he gained from experience.

After a while he became weary of his occupation, 
and resolved to consecrate the remainder of his days 
to the engagements of a monastic life. He was ad- 
mitted into the convent of St, Nicholas, which crowns 
one of the hills which rise over Genoa, and commands 
a view of the whole city below, with its palaces, 
churches, and domes of marble. 

Fifteen years glided almost insensibly away, and, 
except the few to whom he was useful, and the brother 
monks of the convent, scarcely any one knew of the 
monk Fra Carlo, He, however, had determined to 
become a sculptor. He began to carve from a block 
of wood that lay in his cell a little shrine, with the 
Virgin and Child, and an image of the patron saint 
of the convent. He then conceived the daring design 
of carving the image of the Son of God from a solid 
beam of ivory. Such a beam, of unequalled propor- 
tions, he knew to exist. He obtained it, and carried 
it to his cell. ‘Then was presented a spectacle whose 
parallel has never been found in the history of art. 
A simple monk, who had never studied the art of 
sculpture, or received one moment’s instruction from 
an artist; who had never cut a grain of ivory nor 
carved, except two or three images in wood; 
and, more than all, a man who had no know- 
ledge of secular books whatever, since his 
reading and studies (being a lay brother, and 
not a priest) had been confined to the lives of 
the Fathers and the offices of his religion, 
shut himself up in his narrow cell, and began 
the most difficult, the most noble achieve- 
ment in sculpture—the representation of the 
form, the expression, and the character of 
the dying Redeemer—a representation which 
has been pronounced by great artists to 
stand alone. Ithas, since its arrival in Eng- 
land, been visited by artists and men of 
science and taste. The most unqualified praise 
has been given to it, and we can assure our 
readers that the sight of it will afford them 
the highest gratification. 

At some future period we may return to the 
subject, and give a little further account of 
the labours of the artist. &

Canvassing for seats in the National Assembly is 
actually in progress, It is believed that the Assembly 
will present a curious picture.

Writers on architectural history have never failed to 
dwell on the extraordinary activity displayed by the 
church-builders of the mediwval period, and the great 
number of structures with which England was covered, 
almost as if by magic. ‘‘ The land was as one vast 
workshop,”’ has been echoed and re-echoed, and the 
strongest words used to express this fact on their 
readers, An examination of what remains, scattered 
over our beautiful and, notwithstanding the income- 
tax, still ‘merry England, ” shows that all our 
notions on this head, gained from these verbal state- 
ments, fall far short of the truth. J*anaticism, igno- 
rance, and time have done their work with a vengeance ; 
but still in the valley and on the hill—in hamlet, 
village, town, and city—stand the beautiful monu- 
ments of the * dark ages,” full of pleasant memories, 
beauty, and holiness. Mr, Edmund Sharpe, in his 
“ Architectural Parallels,” just completed, affords a 
striking proof of the extent of our architectural 
riches. ‘he illustrations embrace fourteen abbey 
churches of such great beauty and extent that it 
might be supposed all England had been laid under 
contribution to produce them; yet, on examination, 
they are found to be, with two exceptions, all from 
one county, namely, Yorkshire. The Builder, 


Tur Serzure or THE VELAsauEZ Por- 
rratr or Cuartes I.— Mr, Slaney presented a 
etition from John Snare, bookseller, of Reading, in 
Jerkshire, stating that he had recently exhibited what 
he conceiv ‘ed to be a valuable work of art in a certain 
house in London, and that his picture has been dis- 
trained for rent, not by the party from whoin he took 
the house, but by the superior landlord.

We have no hesitation in asserting that his 
property was, though according to form of ‘law, sud- 
denly wrenched from his possession most unjustly. A 
distraint was issued against William Higgins by W.

Tus Brrrish WoRKMEN—REFUGEES FROM 
France.—The arrivals of distressed British subjects, 
refugees from France, continue; and it would seem, 
from the accounts received from her Britannic Ma- 

esty’s Consuls at Havre and Calais, that the number 
liiely to arrive within the ensuing week will in all 
probability be very large. Great numbers of workmen 
from the mills at Rouen and its vicinity are on the 
way to Havre. All the engineers and workmen em- 
ployed upon the Dieppe ‘Railway have been sent 
adrift, and the Bureau de la Marine has directed the 
dismissal of all the engineers and stokers employed in 
French steamers. The latest advices represent that 
the great manufactory of Baddicombe, near Rouen, 
has been closed; that the extensive mills of Petit 
Querilly, near the same place, have also stopped; and 
that the proprietor and manager, an Englishman, has 
left the place for this country. Havre, in consequence 
of these ¢ circumstances, is fu 1 of unemployed workmen, 
The measures which are being taken for the relief of 
these unfortunate men, most of whom leave France in 
a state of almost absolute destitution, are extensive, 
The committee, which have advertised in the papers, 
meet daily, and have already appropriated nearly all 
the amount which has been subscribed for the relief of 
these unfortunates. The committee have transmitted 
ample means to the consuls at each of the French 
orts of embarkation, and have given these authorities 
full ade to apy upon them according to their re- 
quirements, so far as they may be able to supply the 
funds. The Consul at Galals, if a despateh seoeivel 
by Viscount Palmerston, has expressed his deep sense 
of the great benefit which the means thus placed at 
his disposal will enable him to confer. ‘The committee 
have communicated with the mayor and other officers 
of each of the seaport towns in’ England, offering at 
once to place funds at the disposal of any local com 
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mittee formed under the presidency of the chief ma- 
gistrate for the relief of any body of workmen that 
may have arrived or that may be expected in their re- 
spective ports. In Dover a public meeting has been 
held, whilst at Bristol, Chichester, Margate, and other 
places, subscriptions are being raised and means taken 
to further the object. 


Faran Fatu FroM Aa Wuinpow, AND 
HEARTLESS RopnEry.—An inquest was held at the 
Two Brewers, Jermyn-street, St. James’s, on the body 
of William H. Greengrass, ‘aged twenty-eight, ‘The 
deceased was foreman to Neville and Sons, butchers, 
of Oxendon-street, and resided with his wife over his 
employers’ stables, in APEC OE Tatts St. James’s- 
square, Last week the deceased was making merry 
with a few friends, in consequence of its being the an- 
niversary of his wedding-day, and about eleven o *olock 
in the evening he took a lighted candle and went up 
stairs to the loft above, for the purpose of tying up a 
large dog which he kept there. He was heard to be 
running across the loft, as though playing with the 
animal, but in a minute ‘afterwards there was a noise 
of’ glass breaking, followed by the falling of a heavy 
substance in the yard. The deceased’s wife and Pines 
ran out into the yard, and found the deceased lyi 
the stones under the loft door senseless, and ies pc th 
from a wound in his head. He was conveyed into the 
house, and Mr. Tothill, surgeon, attended, but life 
was quite extinct, he having fractured the base of the 
skull, as also his spine. Shortly after the deceased had 
been Temoved into the house, it was discovered that 
his watch (which he had on at the time of the accident) 
was missing, and some silk gowns, belonging to his 
wife, had also been purloined. Suspicion attaches 
against two parties, male and female, who assisted in 
carrying the body, and the police are in quest of them, 
The verdict was ‘* Accidental death.”

TorcHLIGHT MEETING AND PROCESSION 
AY NorrinGHaM.—This town may be called the 
political pulse of the manufacturing districts ; ; for, 
though far from being the most important in the king- 
dom, of so excitable a temper are its working popula- 
tion that there has never been a popular disturbance 
in which it did not take a prominent part, It wasa 
gratifying circumstance, therefore, and one that indi- 
cated great tranquillity in the country at large, that, 
notwithstanding the rev olutionary tornado which is 
now sweeping over the European Continent, the only 
manifestation of sympathy on the part of the lower 
classes with the foreign patriots was the removal of 
the sign of a low beerhouse, called “The King of the 
French.” Last week, however, a somewhat more 
alarming state of things arose. The Chartists called a 
meeting of their body, and, after considerable speechi- 
fying, went in procession round a considerable part of 
the town, precedéd by torches. In their progress they 
were joined by an immense number of other persons, 
till at least several thousands swelled the train. On 
the whole, they conducted themselves in a renrarkably 
quiet manner, the only ebullitions of feeling being the 
shouting of ‘Hurrah and sundry revolutionary 
cries in remarkably bad French—such as “ Vive lur 
repooblick !’ “* More-r power lay patry !”” &c,—and 
the chants of various strophes in praise of 

* Feargus O'Connor, that bravest of men— 
We'll rally around him again and again,” 
The military were in readiness to repress any actual 
violence ; and the magistrates assembled at the police 
office while the meeting was going on. The town on 
Tape was perfectly tranquil. 


Tue Roppery or £500 ar roe Rorunpa 
Horrn, Lrverroonu.—Last week a young man of 
rather smart appearance was brought up before Mr. 
Rushton, at the Police Court, upon the charge of 
being the party who committed the above rob ery.

Up to a short period of the wretched man’s death he 
maintained much composure, and paid marked atten- 
tion to the entreaties of the Rev. Mr. Hamilton, the 
gaol chaplain. A few minutes before the appointed 
time the under sheriff and the governor conducted 
him from his cell to an adjoining room, where he was 
inioned. He evinced the most sincere repentance. 
welve o’clock then tolled, and in a few seconds the 
culprit appeared on the drop, and stood under the 
fatal beam with more than ordinary firmness. In a 
few moments more he was launched into eternity, 


BurGcuary and Horris.ie Brurariry,— 
CoGGLESHALL, Essex.—A robbery, attended with 
circumstances of almost unparalleled brutality, was 
verpetrated in the parish of Bradwell, at the close of 
fast week, It appears that, between eleven and twelve 
o’clock at night, three men, having their faces 
blackened, broke into the house occupied by an elderly 
man, named James Finch. His housekeeper, who 
slept below stairs, hearing a noise at the back of the 
house, crept to the door, which she found nearly broken 
open. Before she could get back the door was forced, 
when the men entered, She gave an instant alarm, 
and her master came down in his night clothes. He 
began to cry ‘' Murder!’’ when one of the fellows 
placed his hands over his mouth, whilst another held 
a bludgeon over his head, and threatened to beat his 
brains out if he made anoise, They then proceeded 
to ransack the house, and found gold and silver to the 
amount of £6, They no doubt expected to finda 
larger sum, for, in spite of every assurance that there 
was no more money in the house, they continued to 
examine the place most minutely, even ripping up the 
bed, and emptying the boxes, &c. Still disappointed, 
they made a fire, upon which they placed the house- 
keeper, holding her by the hands and feet until her 
clothes became ignited. 'They then released her and 
partially extinguished the fire, still continuing their 
demands for more money, and, seizing the old man, 
placed him also on the fire, which, however, by that 
time had nearly gone out; they then tied his legs and 
forced him up stairs ; here they tied a rope round his 
neck and drew him up to a beam till he was nearly 
strangled; then taking him down again, one of the 
men put a knife to his throat, and threatened him 
with instant death if he did not tell where his money 
was concealed, ‘The old man entreated them to spare 
his life, and assured them they had taken every far- 
thing he possessed. They then helped themselves to 
four hams, two pigs’ faces, and half the contents of a 
tub of pork, all of which they carried away in a sack 
and basket. 


ExTRAORDINARY REVELATION RESPECTING 
A Murper.—TuHe Late Mn. Scuorietp.—The Man- 
chester Times of Saturday last says:—'It was ru- 
moured last evening that information had been 
obtained respecting the mysterious disappearance, 
cight years ago, of Mr. Charles Schofield, builder, of 
Kivery-street, whose body was subsequently found in 
the river Irwell. The story told is, that a person in 
his last moments has made a confession to the effect 
that he and his son were together on the night of the 
10th of February, 1840, in a place named, and that 
Mr. Schofield entered and joined their company under 
circumstances that induced him (the father) to strike 
Schofield. The blow proved mortal; and, to conceal 
the body, they hid it in a cellar for about eight days, 
and afterwards threw it in the river. It will be recol- 
lected that Mr. Schofield, on the night of his death, 
had been with a party celebrating the Queen’s mar- 
riage, and that the body of the unfortunate gentleman 
was not recovered for a month afterwards, when an 
inquest was held, which resulted in an open verdict of 
‘Found drowned.’——We forbear to give further par- 
ticulars, under the circumstances, as the facts will 
probably be made known more in detail.”

The two pri- 
soners, Ann Fisher and Mary Hodge, were then 
placed at the bar, and indicted, Ann Fisher for the 
wilful murder of Richard Fisher, on the 27th of 
August last (the particulars of which we have before 
given), at Cruwys Morchard, by Aegan toes a 
quantity of white arsenic to him in, marshma low 
tea, of which he languished until the 28th of ear 
and then died.

He did not deny that 
Fisher died from the effects of poison; in all pro- 
bability they would find that the arsenic was taken in 
mistake. At any rate, there was no evidence to show 
that Mrs, Fisher administered it. The learned counsel 
proceeded to comment at very great length upon the 
evidence, and then stated the case which he had to lay 
before the jury. (The delivery of the speech occupied 
upwards of four hours,)—-Evidence was then given to 
shake the testimony of Joanna Brooks, who, it was 
proved, while in prison, said that Ann Fisher was in- 
nocent of the crime imputed to her.—Mr. Greenwood 
replied.—-The learned judge went through the case 
with the utmost perspicuity, and the jury, after con- 
sulting for about five minutes, returned a verdict of 
not guilty.

Prince Merrernicu.—(Communicated in 
a recent letter from Frankfort.)—About half-past nine 
at night a report was spread that Prince Metternich 
had arrived, and was at the house of General Count 
Nobili, who commands the Federal troops in Frank- 
fort, and lives near the Brockenheim-gate. An im- 
mense number of people, including several most re- 
ene citizens, proceeded thither, and demanded 
that he should be given up. “ Down with Metter- 
nich!” “ Out with Metternich!’ and similar cries 
were raised, the crowd becoming every moment more 
threatening. Count Nobili addressed them, stated on 
his honour that the Prince was not there, and offered 
that three or four should search his house if his word 
were doubted, Fortunately Count Nobili is much re- 
spected here, and a deputation contented themselves 
with seeing that no travelling carriages were in the 
yard, and on their return were requesting the people 
to disperse, when two cabs were seen issuing froma 
street at the back of the house, and proceeding ra- 
pidly down the Zeil, the principal street of the town, 
at the lower end of which stands this hotel (the Rié- 
mischer Kaiser), The cabs left the town by the 
Hanau-gate, and contained burghers returning to 
their houses outside the walls. Not so thought the 
crowd. ‘* Metternich flies ; follow, follow!” shouted 
some of the leaders, and the mob gave chase at full 
speed. When they reached the upper end of the Zeil 
the cabs had disappeared; they thereupon concluded 
that the Prince had taken refuge in this hotel, before 
which they assembled in immense numbers, de- 
manding ‘* Metternich! out with Metternich!” The 
landlord prudently locked the gates, and, addressin 
the crowd, assured them the Prince was not, an 
never had been, in the hotel; and some persons, who 
had met the cabs outside the walls, quieted the eople, 
and satisfied them the Prince was not there. uring 
the thickest of the disturbance a party of the guard 
passed to relieve the sentries; they did not in any way 
interfere, and were loudly cheered. The whole scene 
occurred in sight of the guardhouse, and the patrols 
quictly looked on ; hacee here, and throughout Ger- 
many, the people are completely masters, and their 
good sense alone is a check to further political 
emeutes. I afterwards mingled with the crowd, which 
had broken into knots; they were discussing the pro- 
bability of Metternich’s arrival at Frankfort, and the 
course to be pursued; a large majority were in favour 
of violent measures, and I do not consider hig life 
worth an hour’s purchase. ‘ He has been the curse 
of Germany—her evil genius,” is the prevailing opi- 
nion, minted with threats against his person.

himself, the mother for her vanity,—what resource | 


has the neglected child but that stock of trite 
wisdom which may be found on every tongue, 
unless Nature has implanted an excellence of dis« 
position and judgment, falling to the lot of few? 

We live in times when these matters are more 
pondered than they were, and when an army of 
highly cultivated, experienced, and intellectual 
women are, to some extent, combining their powers 
to lay bare the hidden dangers of life existing in 
our own hearts, even thicker than in the world ; to 
define their evidences; trace their sources; alarm 
for their consequences, and point out their remedy, 
If a service of this nature, as intricate as im- 
portant, is not at once discharged with the ability 
needful to its effectual performance, it is still con- 
solatory to reflect that the work is going on. If 
the present women do not before their career comes 
to a close, complete the reformation of our litera- 
ture in the respect indicated, the virtuous design 
will not die with them. Another generation will 
improve the work they have commenced, and 
possibly give it completion, But, though the 
whole force of female talent is not devoted to this 
task, most worthy of its sensibility, quick percep- 
tion, and uncompromising morality, we have in- 
stances which, in themselves, are complete. The 
lady who wrote one of the most talented novels 
which has issued from the modern press, “ The 
Life of a Beauty,’ anatomatized minutely the 
beauty’s heart and heartlessness; her endless 
cravings after the enjoyments of flattery, and her 
endless disappointments ; the wreck of ha piness 
without a single gust of misfortune ;—and this was 
worked out through the medium of so interesting 
a narrative that the mind was not only delighted, 
but impressed and taught. 

In the “Trials of Domestic Life’ Mrs, Bray 
has proposed a task worthy of powers, which, had 
we not read these volumes, we should have deemed 
worthy of the task, We are not, indeed, disposed 
to think that she has wholly failed in describing 
a series of common misfortunes resulting from 
common and natural causes; in noting down the 
errors of education; the mistaken conduct; the 
wilfulness on one hand, the selfishness on the 
other, which, in both the stories she has chosen to 
illustrate her “‘T'rials,” are the occasions of un- 
fortunate results. But we find fault with a cause- 
lessness which gives the misfortunes of her heroines 
an air of hardship, as if events had conspired 
against innocence; which is often true enough in 
life, and, taking the infinite future in connection 
with the present, into consideration, is neither a 
just nor to be repined at. But Mrs. Bray has ‘"d 
victed no such “fatality.”” The misfortune an 
its catisea bear a defined relation to one another, 
but, we think, not a natural relation. But to go 
utther into this question, we will take the first 
story, entitled “A Father’s Curse,” in which. M 
Bray hopes the world will trace ‘the fearfu 
consequences arising from the want of a proper 
education, and an introduction to society suitable 
to the sex and ptation of the individual.”

He is described as a man of naturally good but 
strong feelings, without pursuits worthy of him- 
self—having no desirable society.

Mrs. Bray, indeed, émploys more words than we 
have, done, but not more matter, with the excep~ ) 
tion of a charge that the squire would not listen to 
a boarding-school education, as a sigter whe ae 
received its benefits, had run away ‘with a man he 
desired she would not marry. é think that in 
this respect, independently of his sister's disobe-

Fearful, indeed, are the consequences of a bad 
education; and a great service would our female 
writers discharge to their sex, and to the world, 
would they bend the undivided force of their minds 
to the task of illustrating, by private history or 
fiction, in what bad education consists. That 
Mrs, Bray could help in the work is evident; but 
we do not believe that she has added much to 
the stock of domestic wisdom by her ‘ Trials of 
Domestic Life.’’ Three yolumes are occupied in 
relating two stories which might have had every 
justice done to them in one. And, while we con- 
sider that she has fallen short of her reputation in 
the particular upon which we have dwelt at 
length, we cannot see that either the interest or 
the characters of her stories compensate the defect 
in point of moral. ‘The Daughter's Sacrifice,” 
which occupies the second half of her work, is 
detailed with somewhat more dexterity than is 
discoverable in “The Father’s Curse;’? but the 
incidents are few, and the characters strained and 
unamiable. The woman who could transfer her 
affections from aman who loves her so intensely 


were somewhat obscured by the timidity of a first ap- 
pearance. “ Nino” is the fourth of Verdi’s’ operas 
that have been produced here this season ; and we 
think the subscribers have had quite a sufficiency of 
that composer’s music, and his operas have certainly 
had a chance given them by the management that they 
never before enjoyed. 


ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA, 

‘Lucia di Lammermoor” was to have been played 
to introduce a new tenor, who, however, being found 
unequal to the task, was suddenly withdrawn, and 
M. Roger, the celebrated tenor of the Opéra Comique 
of Paris, who was not to have appeared till latet in 
the season, supplied his place. 

The Edgardo of M. Roger was as brilliant as it was 
successful: his voice is a pure and exquisite tenor, 
combining the most dulcet sweetness with great 
power. He is, besides, an excellent actor, and in the 
malediction he was truly great; in the last scene, too 
the pathos he infused into his voice was touching and 
true: ‘A second Rubini!” exclaimed an excited old 
amateur near us. We are disposed to place M. Roger 
on the list as second to no singer at ptesent on the 
Italian stage, MadameCastellan took the part of Lucia, 
which she has been performing with great sticcess at 
the Thédtre Italien; she was warmly welcomed by 
the audience, and her charming performance of her 
part throughout the opera obtained for her a call at 
the conclusion in company with M. Roger, The band 
and choruses were, of course, excellent ; and the whole 
piece was performed with great care and judgment.

This would cost about £2 a day ; and, 
yearly, £730. 

Let us now proceed to the notice of gloves we 
have in the pages of universal history. 

Traces of them are supposed to be found in 
Holy Writ, in the books of Ruth and Kings; 
Xenophon attributes the use of them to the Per- 
sians; and we could quote some passages from 
Farroa, one of the most ancient Roman historians, 
respecting them. Homer describes Laérte in his 
‘“‘ Odyssey”’ taking the thorns out of his garden with 
his hands covered with leather gloves. Athenieus 
particularly speaks of a celebrated glutton who 
never went to a feast without gloves, that he 
might eat quicker and more easily, while the 
other guests waited patiently while the meats 
were getting cold. 

This is sufficient to convince us of the antiquity 
of their invention. 

FeMALE CHaracTrers oF GOETHE AND 
SHAKsrPERE.—Goethe’s females are less dignified, less 
heroic, so to speak, than those of Shakspere. They 
are truer to nature, not in the higher sense of what 
nature might and would produce in given circum- 
stances, but in the lower sense of what she usually 
does produce, and what we see around us in the ordi- 
nary intercourse of the world. They are one degree 
further removed from the antique, in that they are 
less the embodiments of abstract passion, and approach 
nearer to the complexity of ordinary nature. Nor 
have they the power of Shakspere’s females. Tender- 
ness and sweetness are their chief characteristics. 
There is not one of them, so far as we know, who could 
support the passion even of Juliet, or in whose nature 
such a passion, if represented, would not be felt to be 
an incongruity. In Shakspere’s days the middle age 
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still lingered with a sunset glow, and its grandeur was 
blendid in his imagination with the bright soft tints of 
the coming time. He stood, as it were, upona height, 
between the day which had been and the day which 
was to be, and his. eye descried the dawn, whilst the 
rays of the evening still gilded the west. Goethe, 
again, is the poet of an altogether new civilization—of 
a social condition, the result, no doubt, of those ele- 
ments of change and of progression which were at 
work in the days of Shakspere and of Raphael, but 
still differing in its developed state most essentially 
from what it was in the period of its formation. His 
poetry is the only kind of poetry which was possible, 
as original and indigenous poetry, in an age in which 
clearness, precision, and reality have taken the place of 
the magnificent and the ideal ; and it is thus a legiti- 
mate consequence of the condition out of which they 
arose, that his women should be as we find them— 
mere ‘‘ comfit-makers’ wives,’’ and ‘ Sunday citizens,” 
when placed side by side with those of Shakspere. 

hey are real women, however—perfectly simple, and 
free from mawkish artificialit —perfectly graceful, 
but at the same time divested of all the dignity which 
is derived from position, and with which the circum- 
stances of the time permitted Shakspere to invest his 
characters.—Abridged from the North British Review.

One of the soldiers, as the young ladies past him, be- 
sought them to have the charity to bring him a little 
water, adding that he was very ill, and that it would 
be as much as his life was worth to go and fetch it 
himself. The ladies walked on much offended at the 
man for presuming to speak to them—all but the young 
Englishwoman, whose compassion was moved, and 
who, leaving her party, proeieee some water, and 
brought it to the soldier. He begged her to tell him 
her name and place of abode, and this she did. When 
she rejoined her companions, some blamed and others 
sidieuled her attention to acommon soldier; but they 
soon had reason to lament that they had not been 
equally compassionate, for the grateful soldier con- 
trived, on the night of the massacre, to save this young 
Englishwoman, while all the other inhabitants of the 
house she dwelt in were killed /—[The above historical 
anecdote appears in the Globe.] 


IMpoRTATION oF Mutton Leas.—Among

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HINTS TO YOUNG MOTHERS 
ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN,

As yet we have not treated upon an important 
point in nursery economy—the clothing of chil- 
dren. That it should always be suited to the 
season is a self-evident proposition; but the error 
as regard this, which ignorance or carelessness on 
the one hand, or over-anxiety on the other, are 
constantly falling into, is a prolific cause of mor- 
tality among infants. In the first place, it is 
computed that one-half of mankind perish from 
cold before the end of the third year; and we may 
observe secondly, of the remainder, that the ma- 
jority are greatly debilitated, and become early 
victims of disease, through undue carelessness in 
nursing and rearing, which makes their con- 
stitutions fit only for a mild snd steady climate, 
and quite unequal to the vicissitudes and ex- 
tremes our own is subject to. 

It must be understood, however, we advocate 
no Spartan test of constitutional strength, such 
as our immediate forefathers were wont frec uently 
to pride themselves upon, as the discipline to 
which their new-born infants were submitted, for 
the purpose of inuring them to a life of hardship 
and exposure, Bathing and washing in cold 
water, and light clothing in the winter months, is 
sheer murder to children under three years old; 
but as the practice alluded to is now universally 
condemned, and as, after all, perhaps it was more 
boasted of than really acted upon, it is unneces- 
sary to dwell longer upon the subject. We 
mention it, that the very opposite course of warm 
bathing and thick clothes shall be made the rule in 
the first years of infancy. Mothers will err on this 
side with much less responsibility than if they 
adopt the seasoning principles of the advocates for 
inuring children to cold and moisture, 

Of the character of the dress of children, or rather 
as regards the materials of which it is composed, we 
recommend that two scasons only be recognised in 
the nursery—winter and summer; and that these 
determine accordingly whether flannel or linen 
shall predominate. We do not exclude calico: 
but we have this observation to make, that it is 
better adapted for the under-dresses of children of 
the upper, than for those of the middle or lower 
classes, The use of cotton fabrics necessitates 
frequent change, as they take up and retain the 
perspiration; and we need not remark upon the 
many unpleasantnesses that arise from neglectin 
to remove sufficiently often, clothes saturated pith 
this acrid exudation of the body.

Mn. JonN JaoKson, THE CELEBRATED ENGRAVER ON 
Woop.—Mr. Jackson expired on the 27th ult., after a 
long and painful illness, at his residence in Cardington- 
street, Hampstead-road, in the 47th year of his age. Mr. 
Jackson has been justly celebrated as one of the very best 
engravers of the day, as his numerous works in our illustrated 
periodicals sufficiently attest. He was born at Ovingham, on 
the banks of the Tyne, the same village that had the honour 
of giving birth to his talented master, Thomas Bewick, Mr. 
Jackson was educated under the care of the Rev. Mr. Birket, 
the clergyman of the village, who was one of the first to dia- 
cover and encourage the early genius of young Jackson, By 
this gentleman's interest with some of the leading families in 
Northumberland, a fund was raised by subscription, with the 
late duke at the head, to apprentice him to Thomas Bewick 
The trustees, however, could not come to terms with that 
celebrated individual, and he was ultimately bound to another 
firm in Newcastle, which turned out anything but a satis- 
factory arrangement to any of the parties. Mr. Jackson had 
no opportunity of learning anything while in this situation, 
and had it not been for bis own talent and perseverance 
he might have remained where he began, Mr, Jackson lost 
no opportunity of improving himself in drawing and painting, 
and one of his pictures was bought by the corporation of New- 
castle; it represented a scene on the * Sand-hill’’in the town, 
on the occasion of the coronation of George IV. His inden~ 
ture of apprenticeship was cancelled with his former masters ; 
and Mr. Bewick, having made many designs for his “ His- 
tory of British Fishes,” made terms with Mr. Jackson to 
come and engravethem. He did so for some time, but, 
thinking he could’ better himself in London, he was not long 
in carrying his project into execution. He got immediate 
employment with the late Mr. Hughes, until Mr, Harvey 
undertook the illustration of “ Northcote’s Fables,” when he 
commenced on his own’ account; and, by diligence and per- 
severance, he attained the summit of his profession. In 1839 
Mr. Jackson published, in connection with Mr. W. A.Chatto, 
“A Treatise on Wood Engraving—Historical and Practical” 
-—a work that will remain a standard authority on the subject,

MARKETS, 


Money Market,—The English funds were heavy 
on Tuesday, but without any great alteration in prices, 
The first quotation of Consols, both for money and 
account, was 82{ to 834, whence, upon some purchases 
for time, they advanced to 83§ to }, closing, after 
various minor fluctuations, exactly at 838. On Wed- 
nesday, Consols from 82% declined to 818, assisted by 
unfavourable reports from Ireland. At the close of 
business, however, they recovered to 82, both for 
money and account. On Thursday Consols for the 
account left off at 81, buyers. Railway shares de- 
clined. 

MARK-LANE, Monday.—Samples from the home 
counties were by no means large; there was, however, 
rather more exhibited on the Essex and Kent stands 
than has been the case of late, and, the condition being 
exceedingly bad, sales were made with difficulty. 
Flour, whether town or country made, sold tardily. 
Having quite a trifling supply of barley and rather an 
active demand, the finer sorts rose 1s, per quarter, and 
all other descriptions brought fully previous prices. 
Malt was also rather scarce, and quite as dear as on 
Monday last. In oats factors showed increased anxiety 
to realize, which enabled the dealers to buy about 1s. 
per quarter below the rates of this day week. Hand- 
some small beans were not cheaper: others flat, White 
peas met with no attention. No transactions in Indian 
corn. 

SmirurieLtp, Monday. —The highest figure for 
Scots, and these in a few instances only, reached 4s, 6d. 
per stone, and country beasts 4s, 2d. per ditto; and 
the beef market was anything but active. The very 
best Southdowns made 6s. 6d. per stone of 8ib., and 
coarse woolled wethers 5s. to 6s. 2d. per ditto; calves 
were in seasonable supply, but nothing beyond an 
ordinary course of business was done in the veal 
market, and these chiefly in ultra-topping samples, 
Prime calflings ruled at a crown per stone, and neat 
young porkers went hand in hand with them at the 
same price; for pigs there was but a very moderate 


demand.
